PROCEDURE  FOR  ALLOCATING 

STATE  CONSTRUCTION  FUNDS  UNDER 

FINANCIAL  DISTRICT  LAW 


The  State  Financial  District  Law  was  enacted  to  provide  a  statutory  means  of 
dividing  highway  construction  funds  in  a  manner  which  would  assure  that  each 
highway  system  and  area  of  the  State  would  receive  its  fair  share  of  highway 
construction  expenditures. 

The  law  covers  only  the  allocation  of  state  highway  construction  funds; 
however,  since  the  State  money  is  used  to  match  federal  funds,  the  net  effect 
is  to  also  control  the  expenditure  of  federal  funds. 

During  the  1983  Montana  Legislative  Session,  legislation  was  passed  which 
reduced  the  number  of  financial  districts  in  Montana  from  twelve  to  five. 
Also,  the  formula  for  distribution  of  primary  funds  to  the  financial  districts 
was  changed  as  is  noted  below. 

The  current  matching  ratios  for  the  various  highway  programs  are  as  follows:

The  top  section  of  Table  I  shows  the  amount  of  unobligated  federal  fund  appor- 
tionments as  of  October  1,  1985,  and  the  state  funds  required  to  match  the 
federal  funds.  The  financial  district  law  requires  the  state  matching  funds 
be  divided  among  the  various  systems  in  proportion  to  the  federal  funds  avail- 
able for  each  system,  thereby  assuring  that  the  systems  receive  proportionate 
financial  support. 

The  bottom  section  of  Table  1  shows  the  net  new  allocations  of  state  matching 
funds  after  allowance  is  made  for  funds  carried  over  as  of  September  30,  1985, 

Tables  2  through  6  show  the  details  for  computing  the  allocation  percentages 
for  ecich  system.  Stated  briefly,  the  allocation  procedures  are  as  follows:
